Specification 
Content of Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

The claims are replete with indefiniteness that is too numerous to point out in 
every instance. The following examples are provided for the applicant's use in making 
corrections wherever appropriate but not specifically pointed out. 

Regarding claim 1 , it is not clear as to what is the scope of the claim. It is not 
clear if applicant is claiming the combination of a compressed spring and base or th the 
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subcombination of the spring, only. It is presumed by the examiner that t he 
subcombination of the spring is claimed. Elements not specifically claimed in 
combination with the claim spring and it parts is considered as only intended uses fo the 
spring. 

In several instances in the claims, the claims recite the limitation "wherein". It is 
not clear how the limitation further structurally limit the claimed apparatus. 

In several instances, applicant recites structural limitations, however, it is not 
clear how the structural limitations are related. Applicant recites structural limitations in 
the claims; however, the limitations fail to relate to clearly define the claimed apparatus. 

The claims are so indefinite and vague for the reasons noted above that their 
scope can not be determined with substantial certainty. Applicant is requested to 
review all of the claims and to make corrections thereto wherever appropriate but not 
specifically pointed to, keeping in mind the examiner's comment. Clarification of the 
scope of the claims is required in response to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Janas. 
Regarding claims 1-15, as best as understood, Janas teaches in the figures a 
compression spring (fig.6), a base (2), a clamping means (10), a pair of finger grips

(16), a doll's head (1), shoulders, arms and hands (fig. 1 ) , locking indentations (12) and 
an open base (fig. 2; note open to receive element 11). 


The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Molenaar teaches a spring toy. Wilgosz teaches a lighted coil 
spring amusement device. Thomas teaches an articulated toy. Pettersen teaches a 
coil spring device. Haverman teaches a toy. Leach teaches an amusement device. 
Ford teaches a leaping figure toy. Goldfarb teaches an impact reaction toy. Goldfarb 
teaches a game apparatus and time-delay action unit. Fels teaches a rocket-simulatvie 
toy. Chinnock teaches a jumping-toy.
